THE HORSED 
DISEASE 


NBW YORK, Oct. 30.— Tho weather 


to-day is cool and pleasant, and very 
favorable to the prevailing epidemic, 
which is now thought to have reached 
its crisis, The manifestations of the 
results of the disease, however, remain 
about the same. Deaths are constantly 
occurring, about ten being reported yes- 
terday in this city. In Brooklyn many 
stage lines have increased the number 
of their trips, but the horses seen in 
the streets, not only of car linos but of 
private vehicles, show bad symptoms of 
disorder. 


It is stated that fifty cows have re- 


cently died of the same disease as that 
afflicting horses, at Ertet Orange, N. J. 


BBOOKLYN, Oct. 30.— Tho horse dis- 


temper continues to increase despite the 
favorable wcathar. Twenty-nine deaths 
occurred yesterday. It is proposed to 
use steam dummies on the str6ct rail- 
roads. 


OSWEOO, N. Y., Oct. 30.— There is 


no improvement in the horse epidemic. 
Over-two thirds of tho canal horses are 
affected. 
Considerable difficulty is ex- 


perienced in moving boats. 


PROVIDENCE, Oct. 30. — All horses 


were withdraw this noon from the street 
railways, nearly all of them becoming 
weak and spiritless. Some stables re- 
port tho horses improving. 


CONOOUD, N. H., Oct. 30.— The 


horse disease has appeared, but only in 
a mild form. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30. — The horse 


disease is making head in the passenger 
railroad stables. There arc a number of 
cases but there are comparatively few 
deaths. Every precaution is being taken 
to lessen the risks. This forenoon the 
Market street railroad had thirty-six 
horses sick and the company was obliged 
to take off seven cars. The disease has 
appeared in several counties in tho State 
and some fatal cases have already been 
reported. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 30. — Apprehensions 


are becoming very serious as to tho pro- 
babilities of the appearance of the horse 
disease in this* city. 
Information ob-

DISEASE- 


NBW YORK, Oct. 30.—Tho weather 


to-day is cool and pleasant, and very 
favorable to tha prevailing epidemic, 
which is now thought to have reached 
its crisis, The manifestations of the 
results of the disease, however, remain 
about tho same. Deaths are constantly 
occurring, about ten being reported yes- 
terday in this city. In Brooklyn many 
stage lines havo increased the number 
of their trips, but tho horses seen in 
the streets, not only of car linos but of 
private vehicles, show bad symptoms of 
disorder. 


It is stated that fifty cows have re- 


cently died of the same disease as that 
afflicting horses, at Bitet Orange, N. J.
